By all means aek for it in writing, from Liebeler not 
hia handmaiden, and with explicit explanation of his reason for trying to suppress 
his own public remarks. You’ll not get it, but if you do, please send me a oopy, 
immediately. If I did not send you my letter to him of 12/9, tell send I will. He 
has not answered it.
